In Lhe course of an earnest article in 
"What to Eat" Frederick Bedford, aasiat- 
aht state chemiit of the dairy and food de- 
partment'of Minnesota, tells, of some flag- 
rant instances of food adulteration. In 
several samples of pepper, he says, he has 
found as much a b 10 per cent, of sand and 
clay. "Politics^. never brought .together 
such combinations as. pepper *often does, 
Coeoanut shells, peanut hulls and sawdust 
are added for bulk nnd weight, plaster for 
weight alone, nnd cheap refuse' from mills 
for bulk without weight. Then the whole 
is colored if necessary to match the spice it 
soon will be, then it' ia -moistened vand 
^mised, baked anil 'ground. . ThisiB known 
to the Irade.'ajs.'Pi'D.'s. '(pepper duet}, and 
and is used as mixtures with «odd spices." 

More cunning yet,'. according, to . -Mr, 
Bedford, is the manufacturer of jellies, 
jams, and similar products. "The body of 
hia jam or jelly ia made up of some starchy 
material and apple. pomace", the residue of 
pulp left from cider or vinedar making. 
If ielly Ie to be uiade.'of~it, gelatine is 
probably added next, then citric or tartaric 
acid to "make it tart." Nest is . added an 
artificial essence to give it the flavor of the 
desired fruit, thea.a preservative and some- 
times saccharine, a substance made from 
coal tar, 

'.-'".Wo.have often dyed a piece of wood 
thVaize of a man's hand a bright color 
from the dye added to one teospoonful - of 
preserves of good make and otherwise 
pure," Bays Mr/ Bedford. "The dyes are 
the same as those used in , ordinary dress 
goods dying, and our » collection reminds 
one of Joseph's coat." 

Cider vinegar offers a fertile field for 
the inventor. To the ordinary while wine 
vinegar the manufacturer adds' cider 
boiled,. down, or glucose or" beet eugnr 
house waste, extra chemicals to make the 
required amount' and kind of nsb, caramel 
or"»ome. coal tar'dye for the color, and the 
result is the original white vinegar has 
doubled in.Belling-price. 
* ■ A far more dangerous practice ia to mak" 
vinegar oiit of ncetiri acid produced by tho 
dry disttUationjif ^pail^i- J-Ws ^ntabs 
actually poisonous substances. 

Lemon and vanilla extracts are seldom 
made from Jemon nnd vanilla. The lemon 
odor ia given" by a "lemon grass" grown 
in Brazil; the color by a root or coal lar 
dye. 'Sometimes, Mr. Bedford says, ho 
has found wood alcohol used instead of the 
ordinary alcohol as u, solvent, Vanitta is 
moreoften mude from n chemical' than 
from a bean. 

In Minnesota,. Jamaica ginger extract 
has several times been found made with 
wood alcohol. Two deaths and one case of 
total blindness are known to have been 
caused by its use. 

"This last fraud," says Mr. Bedford. "1b 
about the limit, and arouses our indigna- 
tion. -One fraud : more profitable and 
harm lose, but neycrthless exasperating, ie 
the doctoring of the cteam lold by a large 
I firm in the Twin Cities.

They 
admit that said constitutional convention 
passed n resolution In relation to the 
canal and railroads, as in snid bill alleg- 
ed, but they deny that snid resolutions 
when so passed by such convention then 
and ihci'o became a portion of tho consti- 
tution of the State of Illinois,' or hna been 
in full force or effect from thence to tho, 
present time, or thereby became valid 
and binding on the State of Illinois."' The

A furious windstorm, In acme- places 
taking on tho character of a cyclone, 
•wept over central Illinois about ft o'clock 
Krldaynigtit, leaving death and destruc- 
tion In Its wake. Five persons-are known 
to have been killed at Strcator, four at 
Mcndota nud ono at Cflmpus, while many 
were Injured nt each of these towns. 
There were unconfirmed reports In tha 
early evening thnt the town of Gardner 
had been destroyed and many people 
killed.

The storm was general throughout Bu-1 
reau, McLean, Grundy, La Sallo and 
Kendall counties, but' the greatest dam 
age was done at the points above men- 
tioned. 

Reports from Indiana polls nnd othei" 
cities In Indiana Indicate thnt the north- 
western section of the State Was visited 
early in the evening by a furious storm. 
Many were reported killed. 

At Slrentor, 111., the tornado killed fivj 
perilous, injured forty others and caused 
a property los3 of ^00,000. The storm, 
which came from the 'southwest, wnV 
about one-quarter of a mile wide and In 
its path everything was swept.

At Emington 
several houses were utterly demolished 
and four people were seriously if not fa- 
tally injured. At Campus one man was 
killed, while two. others sustained in- 
juries which may' prove fatal. The cy- 
cloue was accompanied by n terrific rain 
storm, which wadied out bridges, cul- 
verts and thousands of feet of railroad 
track. Beporta from these two towns 
arc to the effect that the loss to build- 
ings and crops is very heavy. 

The tornado struck the northwestern 
part of Meudota, ill., killing four per- 
sons, seriously injuring ten others and 
leveling houres, barns and trees In its 
path', Tho path of the storm was nar- 
row and about eight miles in length. Be- 
sides the dead live members of the Bois- 
dorf family were injured. They took 
refuge in the cellar on the approach of 
the storm and the house fell in. 

A cyclono passed through the northern 
part of Bureau County, damaging crops, 
farm buildings and residences. The resi- 
dence of Henry Smith, sl.v miles north 
of Shcllleld, was wrecked and Mr. Smith 
and bis sister "were both badly Injured. 
The storm originated near Mineral mid 
passed south of New Bedford and Man- 
litis nnd on the northern outskirts of La 
Moille, At the latter plrieo numerous 
small buildings were wrecked. 

A severe storm 'swept Lit rough north- 
ern Indiana lute Friday night, doing im- 
mense dnmnge to life and property. Ifour 
lives arc reported lost itnd a score or 
moro Injured north of Lafayette. 

A tcrrillc electric and rniu storm pass- 
ed over sou th western Iowa at an early 
hour Friday morn big," doing great .dam- 
age to tlie crop of small grain, which is 
just ready for the harvest.

A couple of months ago, said tho 
first man, an American mining engin- 
eer, I was in New Providence, and 
everybody was talking about a 'mys- 
terious. American who had been down 
In the Bahamas Just before. 

He came in a small schooner, and 
anchored off one of the small cays, 
or Islands, which are so numerous 
there. He said he hadn't come for 
sponges or coral or salt or pearls; but 
ho would not tell anybody what ho 
had come for. 

.One day he hired two men, and got 
a boat filled with tinned provisions, 
tools aud a tent. Then he made them 
row him over to another cay about 
six miles off — a mere lump of coral 
and a few bushes, where nobody lives.. 
There be stafd for n week, making 
the. men dig like fury In place he 
pointed out, while ho watched over 
thorn with a rifle, to see that they did 
not eh Irk. 

After six days' digging they came 
across a heavy, brass-hound trunk, 
They carried it to the boat and rowed 
him to the schooner. As soon as the 
box was" aboard he weighed anchor, 
and naming more was heard of him. 
Nobody knew his name or what he 
had found; but of course they all 
think that he had the clew to some 
pirate hoard, and' found It . 

When I was In Hayti, In 1898, said 
the second member of our party, a 
Canadian business man, I came 
across a curious treasure story. A 
poor man at Cape Haytleu, who 
everybody knew had not got $100 to 
into a man of wealth, and went in for 
land speculation. 

Presently the secret leaked out 
The house he lived In was a ruined 
French chateau, dating back to the 
days when the French colonists occu- 
pied the Island; a magnificent old 
ruin of the type one often sees In 
Haytl. 

Sawing through the wainscoting 
one day to make some repairs," ho 
came across a big oak cheat filled 
with French gold pieces, gold and 
Oliver plate, necklaces, brooches, 
watches and other valuables, The bog 
was worth about $15,000. 
• A wealthy speculator In Cape Hay- 
tlen, hearing of his find, concluded 
there might be some more chests 
there, so he offered to buy the 
house, and eventually " did bo for 
|2,000. 

The new man did more than 
Bearcb; be pulled down the bouse, 
and In the end found four' other 
chests found altogether to be worth 
nearly 5200,000. The first man got 
very angry, and wanted to share; but 
he came off badly. 

The speculator had political Influ- 
ence, and soon had him flung Into jail 
aud despoiled of most of his wealth 
for the heinous crime of concealing 
treasure trove from the state. That 
speculator and his family to-day are 
among the richest people In Haytl, 

I recounted a most marvelous, but 
perfectly true story told to me in 
Jamaica last year by the skipper of a 
turtlfng schooner from the Cayman 
Islands. 

He was aboard the schooner one 
day last spring, anchored close to a 
reef near the Carmans on which a 
bark had been recently wrecked. 

Looking over the Bide of his veBBeL 
he saw a curious yejow gleam on 
the ledge of the reef, about eight feet 
under water. Thinking It was a large 
sheet of copper or 'brass, he ordered 
one of hit crew to "dive for It 

The man came up with' hit hands 
full of gold coins — Spanish doubloon*, 
with the armt of Seville on them. The 
ledge was covered with loose gold. 

The Bklpper showed me a Jot of the 
gold in a store in Kingston, Jamaica,' 
and Bold the entire find toon after- 
ward for over 110,000. 

At this moment there are two 
or three expeditions— English and 
American— eaarcblDBl for hurled treu- 
ure In various parts of the* West In- 
dies, The favorite hunting ^grounds 
are' the Bahamas, from New Provi-

In the presence of Dr. Lnppoul, Dr. 
Mnzzonl, .Count Feed, bis nephew, nnd 
the high d!gulturien or the church, the 
Venerable pontiff lin-a passed quietly 
awny. Intense stillness pervtided the 
barely furnished bedroom. in tho VnUcnii 
ot Home, where the pontiff lay, broken 
only by the occasional sob that could not 
bo restrained by some one of those who 
surrounded the doathbed, Tlilg silence 
lusted even nfler all was over, nnd vrtia 
broken only after the pliyslclniiB hnd 
inr.de the final examination mid hnd an- 
nounced the demise. 

The iiiuil illness of bis holiness began 
with the fatigue of tlio drive he took In 
tho Vatican gardens on Wednesday, July 
1, Ills medical attendants, Dm. Lnpponi 
and Mozzoul, advised against tho taking 
of this drive, hut the determination of 
tho Popo to look over the gardens he 
had loved so long nud so well could not 
bo gainsaid. On his return from this 
drive of nn hour and n half be showed 
signs of exhaustion. From this time his 
frail life hnd been ebbing like tho pass- 
ing of a low wind. 

By Friday morning his holiness had 
developed what bis physicians described 
as senile pueumouln. It was the first 
time In the history of his long nnd event- 
ful life that ibo breakdown of his won- 
derful system feemed imminent. His 
stomach refused to net, Jits lungs con- 
gested. Brea tiling seemed Impossible. 
Tho most heroic restoratives were ap- 
plied and brought some relief. The Ill- 
ness first described ns 'senile pneumonia 
soon developed Into plcuvo-pncuuioiiln, 
tho pleura, or membrane surrounding the 
lung, becoming Inflamed. From the time 
tills symptom developed his holiness lay 
hovering on tho brink nf eternity. 

Twice during his lust illness it became 
necessary to perforin operations on tho 
Popo to give hi in relief. After the sec- 
ond operation Ihc Pope gradually gained 
strength until the following Sunday. By 
Saturday afternoon he wns so much bet- 
ter that many at the Vatican hoped for 
tils recovery. On Thursday, Friday mid 
Saturday he held conferences in his 
chamber with Cardinal rtnmpoltn nnd 
other prelates regarding the nffnlrs of 
tho church, mid on Saturday; with the 
permission of his physicians, he received 
a visit from two of hla nieces. 

On Monday night, July 0, he sank so 
low that his physicians thought he was 
dying. He then received extreme unc- 
tion, tho last rite of the church for the 
dying. The following Saturday aud again 
Sunday he heard mars read, 

Thus bravely lighting to prolong his 
Ufa of usefulness on enrth nnd serenely 
awaiting the summons that should call 
him to eternity, Pope Leo XIII. sank 
peacefully Into his long rest. 

Notwithstanding Ills physical suffer- 
ings the Pope's mind remained active nnd 
brilliant almost to the last. He appoint- 
ed Mgr, Vol p on l to the vacant sec- 
retaryship of the Consltsrlnl congre- 
gation, an appointment the Importance 
of which is readily seen when it is con- 
sidered that on the Pope's death the 
duties of the secretary of slate are Im- 
mediately assumed by the secretary of 
the congregation. Thus with his eyes 
looking into tho' face uf death ho Inter- 
ested hiiiir.clf lu guarding ngnlust ally, 
confusion consequent upon his passing 
away. 

The Tope had no fonr oT the final dis- 
solution. He spoke of life and death 
with eiiual serenity. "I nm ready lo de- 
part," he said to a relative. Count PcccI, 
"having settled all my nflnlrs. I feel 
I have done all In my power* for the 
good of the church and of humanity." 

And yet in Pope I.eo ns ha c ill inly 
faced the inevitable end there was much 
uf the human side of our nature. He 
made eager inquiries nn to the telegrams 
of sympathy and Inquiry received* from 
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Foriniic'rt Favorite.

terms. Many peoplu iu .Italy thought 
thnt the new pontiff would modify tho 
policy of Pitts IX. a nnd effcera "reconcil- 
iation with the Qulrhinl, and thus his 
election wns favorably received by nil 
parties, ns all parties then wished to seo 
nn end to. the war hot wren church and 
stale. But Leo XI 11. duo mod them to 
dlsnppointment. In hid first encyclical 
he ndhered to the policy of tils predeces- 
sor, and such was Ids course until tbs 
eud. Several times during bis reign and 
an it result of the rupture between tits 
Vatican nnd Qui dual Leo was "almost 
constrained to remove tho papal neat 
from Hume; but before final net ion was 
taken other counsels prerniled, and tbo 
official scat of tbo Catholic Church still 

remains iu the Eternal City.
